more happy than this of London, for being 
graced with ſo great a number of accompliſh'd 
Phyſicians , many of whom have: contributed 
their parts to the repute and fame of their Coun- 
trey , by their accurate and learned Pens, ſo 
much admired by other Nations, and their Writ- 
ings honoured by frequent impreffions. It is the 
fipgular reſpet and eſteem I ever had for them, 
char at preſent hath animated me to render the - 
| vulgar 
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vulgar fenfible of the excellency of their accom- 
plithments,; towhom they one a particular ho- 
nou for their readineſs, in-employing what therr 
great Expences, Travails., and indefatigable 
Scudy have gained, in the affiſtance and relief of 
their -langwithing Bodies againſt Death and its. 
cauſes.: Neither is it that onely ſhould give them 
ſo great a ſhare in your opinions, but the ſplen- 
dor and eminency their Art and Profeſſion 1s in+ 
yeſted with, ſince Princes can for a time wave 
the important affairs of their Throne, to admire 
the leaſt part of it, in beholding the wonders of 
Nature:in Spagyrical preparations and Chymi- 
caltranſmutations ;: And: what is more !

But if you could engage your ſelf toan 
intent mind, to obſerve with what prudence and 
diſcretion, the Accompliſht Phyfician applyes 
his profound remarquesof Anatomy, and Diag- 
noſtick or diſcerning Rules of Phyfick , to the 
infallible diſcovery of your Diſeaſes, you will 
with me conclude the Grounds, Rules, and 
Maximes of the Art of Phyfick to bemoſt certain, 
evident, and demonſtrable, beyond the leaſt 
ſuſpicion of a conjefture in it, and withall attri- 
burte to it an eminency above: all Arts and 
Sciences, whoſe ſubje& 1s lock'd up from our 
external ſenſes, as the internal conſtirution of the 
Body of man 1s. | 
' & Bythethred of my diſcourſe Il am now ar- 
rived, todiſplay thepradtical errors, which do 
more immediately Operate for the benefit of the 
Clerk and the Grave-maker. It's an 111 fate you 
witl ſay, that attendsa man, when he1s' ſurpri- 
zed with a Diſeaſe,” whoſe dangerous Symptoms 
look grinning and daring upon the Hackney 
ISS Ee? F Phy - 
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Phyſician, and he ſtanding amazed, and puſill- 
animous, forſakes Nature.in her encounter with 
the Diſtemper, where for want of a ſeaſonable 
relief; is compelled to:yield. This was the caſe, 
lately a Countrey-Gentleman was untortunate in, 
who bemg ſtrong and Plethorick, by riding Poſt 

ened to meltthe grofſer part of his humours, 
which rhroughobſtrufting the Nerves that move 
theTongue., ſuddenly deprived him ofhisSpeech, 
(a Symptom called an Aphonia) and proving an 
extream amazement to a Vulgar Phyſician , who 
not being ſufficiently qualified in experience, 
gave his Opinion, it: was a Surfet , which was 
only to. be committed to nature ; But the next 
morning being uſher'd in with an univerſal de- 
privement of all his ſenſes and:motion, termed a, 
Catalepfis, ſpur'd his Friends to implore the aid, 
ofanother, who at firſt fight readily diſcovering 
_ theDiſcaſe- (which his experience confirmed to: 
him, had few Ounces of Blood: been extracted 
but one day before out of the Jugulars, would 
certainly have been removed ) tald them, the 
error of omiſſion could in no manner be, re&ify- 
ed, ſince death-in few hours would be. ready to 
_ take poſleſſion. Yor bio; 

& This preceding error relating to-a Diſeaſe 
leſs frequent, doth not accafion ſo many. deplo«. 
rable effte&s., as.thalethat are committed in Di- 
SES ts | ſtempers, 
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ftempers, that are more ordinary , as continual 
Feavers, which are oft engendred by a Surfet, an 
ancient Norman word,fignitying an over-doing; 
bur particularly implying an -over-eating , or 
oyer-drinking. This -gluttonous Engliſh D1- 
{temper 1 look upon, to import a greater danger, 
for being ſo 1ll handled by the Hackney Phyft- 
clan, who beſides bleeding , omitting to Purge 
the Bowels and Glanduls about the Guts, of thoſe 
malignant excrementicious humours, their -con- 
tinual cramming engenders, caufes that ebullt- 
tion of the Blood (which in the beginning was 
moderate) to exzſtuate and fret to that degree of 
malignity, which through that error precipitates 
thouſands every year to their Tombs. Theſe hu- 
mours that thus lurk about the Guts, and kindle 
ſo malignant a heat.are not capable of being con- 
coed, tor they are effentially againſt Nature, 
and already ſeparated, and therefore ought eſpe- 
clally inthe beginning , to be evacuated by ſuch 
Purgers, as are leaſt inflaming, and leaſt diſturb 
the Blood, whereby they may certainly, if mak- 
ing choice of a cooling Purgative, prevent a 
malignity in bodies that areſo crammed, NewtHtr 
can this be performed by Glyſters, fince their 
force 1s limitted by the Valve of the Colon, And 
yet greater may the error be adjudged, when up- 
on negleq of a ſutable Purge, {weating and 

2 drying 
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drying Powders are preſcribed, which forceand 
diſperſe thoſe malignant and dormant excre. 
ments into- the Veſſe[s.and worſt of all is the er- 
ror, when thoſe poyſonons Veſjcatories are ap- 
plyed, to attratt malignant Excrements from the 
- center into the Arteries, that eſcaped the force of 
the ſudorifick Powders.. Have I not been an 
eye-witneſs, that a Patient in the declination of 
his Feaver, and in a mending condition , had a 
Veficatory applyed to: the Nape of the Neck, by 
the impertinent advice of a Church: yard Phyfi- 
cian, whichſome few hours after, render'd him 
Phrentick , and not long after Speechleſs. Bre- 
vity obliges me to omit many inſtances of acci- 
dents, and of death it ſelf, occafioned by thoſe 
venomous Spaniſh flyes. Neither can I forget 
how four Hackney Phyficians lately conſulted in 
a ſlight diſtemper ofa Tradeſman , whoſe com- 
plaint was a difficulty of Urin and a Vomiting, 
accompanied witha ſmall heat ; this atthe begin-. 
ning was taken for a malignant Feaver, and for 
Cure bleeding and ſweating was advifed, by 
which latter his Urin was. totally ſuppreſſed, 
chrough depriving the Blood of its Serum; the 
Vomiting inereaſed, andthe heat in effe& turned 
into.a malignant Feaver, with an appearance of 
red Spots, and at that very inſtant gave direQion. 

for Bleeding , the bad effet whereof was ſoon 
diſcovered. 
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diſcovered by his untimely death. To ſhew the 
error of this courſe, I need only fay, 1 have ſeen 
this very Diſtemper ten and ten times removed 
at the beginning, with one doſe or two at moſt of 
Salt of Vitriol. 

$ How Bleeding, that noble and great Reme- 
dy, 1s abuſed by our Hackneys, is taken notice 
of even by the Vulgar, whoſe experience (for 
reaſon in Phyſick they do not pretend to) tells 
them, 1t's death in the Meaſles and Small Pox in 
our Climat, eſpecia[ly togreat perſons. 

S$ It's a pleaſant ſpeculation for thoſe that 
know better, to obſerve the praftice of the Hack- 
neys in the Countrey, how they Vomit their Pa- 
cients with Crocus, and ſcowr them with Zalap, 
drench em with Water-creſſes 2nd Brook, lime, 
and feed 'em with YVettle Pottage to the crop, 
terming all Diteales, except Feavers and Agues,. 
the Scurvy, 

$ Burt let me not be deficient in mentioning 
our Groaping Doftors, who pretend it's difh- 
cult to diſcern a Diſeaſe in a man without groap- 
ing his Sides, and 's Belly ; and impoſflible to 
diſcover the fits in a Woman without feeling, 
much leſs to Cure her ; Whick knack is taught 
'em by the Phyſicians of Parzs. 

$ And was it not a Skilful preſcription of a 
Countrey Dottor, who was ſent tor forty miles 


av 
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off, ro conſult with one of the eminenteſt Phyſz- 
clans of London. to preſcribe three Drams of 
Laudanum opiatum,, tor one Doſe, in the ab. 
{ence of the other, who fortunately giving the 
Patient a viſit before the Bill was car: ied to the 
Apothecary, modeſtly to cover the ſhame of the 
former, (who was far ſent for, and like to have . 
been dear bought,) flipt the Bill into his Pocker, 
and left another in ſtead; directing only a juſt 
Doſe of three Grains,which having for that night 
eaſed the patient of his pains by a moderate 
ſlumber, and notanſwered the expeQation of the 
Countrey-man in a deeper ſleep ; he next morn- 
ing did not fail giving the Apothecary a check 
for not obeying his orders , and therefore com- 
manded him home, to make up a Doſe of one 
Dram and thirty Grains, which was bur the 
halt of what he uſed to ordain for his Patients 1n 
the Countrey ; but the honeſt Apothecary had 
more wit, than to be one of his accelizries., well 
knowing,ſuch a quantity was enough to caft him  * 
and fix more into a dead ficep ; nothing ever 
wrought ſo much upon my curioſity, as to be 
informed. what number the Burials of Har: h and 
April amount to inthe Parith, where this famous 
Church-yard-man keeps his reſidence. 

This ungrateful task doth moretire me, than 


had 1 imployed fix times the Paper in pong

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the excellent methods the Accomplitht Phyfi- 
cians preſcribe to their Patients, how expertly 
they taketheir advantage of the Diſeaſe at cer- 
tain times and ſeaſons, in giving Medicines to 
conquer it, when the Patient 1s ſtrongeſt, and the 
Diſeaſe weakeſt ; How they accommodate toeve- 
ry-particular Diſtemper, Conſtitution, Age;and 
Sex, a particular Remedy ;. alter, increaſe, and 
leſſen it according to every emergent occaſion ; 
how they preinform the Patient of every critical 
and counter natural change, ofevery danger and 
of every ſtep the Diſeaſe makes, . following its 
tra& tothe very innermoſt part of the Body, and 
never ceaſe purſuing, till they have reſcued their 
Patients from all aifaults and dangers of their in- 
teſtin enemy. _ 

& It's time1 ſhould paſs to the ſecond part of 
my-diſcourſe, where I meet with a ſubje&, which 
I can intitle nothing but the {cum and froch of 
Phyſick, a term the Prafifing Apothecary will 
not judge milapplycd, fince it's that he offers 
his Patient in exchange for good metal, But T 
ſhall forego my aim, it 1 proceed on my way; 
without firſt halting a ictle at the Original of the 
ward and meaning of + pethecary , which from 
and &g 2448 a Box, denotes 4t to be a word, impoſed 
anciently upon Druggifts, whoſe multitude of 
Boxes placed. in order in their Shops, and con- 
taining. . 
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Taining all ſorts of Drags , gave occafion to that 
denomination, and for that reaſon 1s improperly - 
transferred upon ſuch, whoſe office is only con- 
verſant about preparing of Drugs and Simples, 
thence more appoſitely termed Pharmacopai, or 
Makers up of Medicines, and Pharmacopole, or * 
Sellers of przpared Medicines, whom. in their 
late budding and growth ſome very accomplitht 
perſons have look'd upon as poylonous Weeds, 
ſtarted up to choak the ſweet Flower of their 
PraQice, and conſequently {o planted into Fami- 
lies, as not eafily to be rooted out by their Mani- 
feſto's, requiring for their further il[uftration a 
brief deduction of their firſt riſe, and upon what 
ſcore thoſe Makers up of Medicines were aſſumed 
into the drudgery of Phyfick. 
& Youmuſt note Phyfick to have had the ſame 
beginning with all other vaſt Arts and Sciences, 
from confuſed notions and experiments , which 
upon their more certain confirmation , were 
thought fic to be recorded 1n the. Temple of 
Apollo, whither people in caſe of fickneſs took 
their recourſe, tomake choice of what came nea- 
reſt totheir purpoſe,but miſling of that, neceffity 
obliged them to expoſe their ſick before their 
houſes, tomovethole that paſſed by , if any of 
'em had been troubled with the ſame Diſtemper, 
to divulge:their Remedies, which afterwards 
| were 
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'xere to beadded tothe forementioned Records. 
Time having colleted a multiplicity of all forts 
- of Medicines, invited a great number of Philo- 
ſophersto that Temple,” whoſecminent parts did 
enable them, to make better ufe of thoſe obſer- 
vations than the Vulgar , and by degrees digeſt 
them into! order, and thence framing general 
rules; ſoon acquired a habit of :knowing and 
curing moſt Diſeaſes, which gave occafionto the 
people, to make ule of 'em as Phyficians ; and 
| ſuch were Pythagoras,, Empedocles, and Demo- 
critus, which latter had the honour of being Ma-= 
ſter to Hippocrates, a Diſciple who afterwards 
proved the greateſt and only Maſter in Phylick, 
of all thoſe that had gone before him, or ſince ro 
this day have come after him. The method then 
in uſetotrain up youth to this Profeſſion , was , 
to placethem Apprentices with able Phyficians, 
who adjudged it neceffary,  rotake their begin- 
ning from Chyrurgery , the ſubje& whereof be- 
ing external Diſeaſes, as Wounds , Swellings, 
Members out of Joynt:, and others that were vi- 
fible, proved more faci] and eafie to their imma» 
cure capacities,and wherein they might ſuddenly 
be rendred ſerviceable to their Maſters, in eafing 
them of the trouble of dreffing , 'clenfing ſtmk- 
ing Ulcers, and applying Oyntments'and Plai- 
ſters, a nauſeous empley, which they everende- 
| 7 voured 
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youred to abandon to:.their: Scholars ' with 'what 
expedition was poſſible, This. as it was. the 
eaſieſt; fo 1twas the firft and /ancienteſt part. of 
Phyſick, and from which thoſe that exerciſed ir, 
were anciently not called Chyrurgeons, but Phy- | 
ficians, though they attempted no other Diſeaſes; 
_ but ſuch as were external , :according to which 
fenſe Z/culapins , the firſt Phyſician or Inventor 
of Phyſick, = his Sons Podalyrins & Machaon, 
are by Hiſtary aſſerted, to have undertaken only 
thoſe, that-wanted external help, internal Diſea- 
les being inthoſe dayes unknown, and by tem- 
perance in their dyet wholly debarred and if 
accidentally.an internal Diſtemper did ſ urprize 
them, they applyed a general Remedy (know- 
ing no other ) of poyſoning or killing them-. 
{elves with a Dagger or Sword.thereby choofing 
rather todye onceand finiſhtheir miſery , than 
toſurvive to.be objetts of peoples pity, or to.en- 
dure the ſhock of death by every pain or lan- 
ouor, eſpecially ſince the ſage judgments of that 
age, did eſtcem it a ſignal vertne, todeſpiſe and 
ſcorn the vain world, y hurrying out of it in a 
fury, a Maxim moſt of the Philoſophers were 
very. eminent 1R obſerving ; and was likewiſe 
extended to:Children,that brought any Diſcaſcs, 
external or.interna], with vi into: theworld, 
their cure being performed 1mmediately , by 
ny ſtrangling 
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ftrangling or drowning them. Neither was this 
Art of external Phyſick of a ſhort continuance ; 
Pliny writing, that fix. hundred years. after the 
| building of Rome, the Romans entertained Chy- 
rurgical Phyficians from Pelopaneſus. Idlenels 
and gluttony at length exchanged.their caſe into 
a Diſeaſe , which ſoon put them: upon necellity 
of experimenting ſuch Remedies,as might reeſta- 
bliſh them into that healthtul condition, exerciſe 
in War and temperance in Dyet had torſo many 
ages preſerved their Anceſtors in. | 
$ Upon a competent improvement of their 
Scholars in thus external prafice of Phyſick, and 
cheir deſerving deportment, they thought them 
worthy of giving thzmentrance into their Cloſer, 
to be inſtrudted in ſuch matters, as the moſt re, 
tired places of their Cabinets. contained, which 
were their Remedies and Medicines, and the 
manner of preparing them. A jealous lover 
could not contrivethe ſole impropriation of his 
beautiful Miſtreſs with greater ſtudy , than they 
the ſole poſſefiion of their Medicines, theſe 
through their commonneſs lofing as much of 
their value and eſteem, as the other by being 
known to-morethan one.

Here is to beoblerved, that for its great effes 
he impoſed the name of Hero upon it, or rhe 
Holy Medicine, which being'oncemade publick,. 
and the ingredients known, was deferted naked 
of its verraes, ceaſing to perform thoſe wonder- 
fal Cures, which whileft it was by the Inventor 
referved. fecre it did; as if the Divine Poyer 
finding itfelf abuſed m its bounty , of havin 
beſtowed afecret Treaſure on a Phyfician , did 
withdraw itTeff,, upon the contempt of impart- 
ing it tothe Vulgar..

& Uponthis ſo true and undoubted a confide- 
ration, 1 need not pry for a cauſe' of thoſe fre- 
quentand ever conſtant unfortunate events, that 
accompany the Medicines of moſt of our Pra- 
Qing Apothecaries, unleſs as they feem to own, 
the Trivnal Deity ſhould now negle& to punith - 
with ſhame and difaſter, fuch as with polfated 
hands do oftertodefile thoſe Sacred means.,which : 
it hath intended. for nts glory, the contrary 
whereof 1s.:ſ{ufficiently- atteſted by him 4n the - 
Strand.whowith three doſes of Mercurins Dulczs, 
o1ven againſtthe Wormsto three Children, did :

attraft ſuch a-quantity of humours , as: cauſed'a 
perfe& Sufftufion , andan incurable blindneſs in 
both Eyes, an application that. could not Pro- 
miſs better ſucceſs, upon the negle@ of Bleeding + 
and Purging, both implying a-neceſlity of being 
premiſed before the uſe ofany painful Medicine, 
to draynthe body of thoſe humours, which other- 
- wiſethe ſmart and pain would attra&to the part 
affeted, The error was of no lefs importance; 
when ina great looſneſs or Diarrhea, an Apo. 
thecary with Crocus Martis and Opium ſuddenly 
| putting a ſtop tothe Flux, impelled the Chanal 
of thoſe hot impetuous humours into the Veins 
and Arteries, where by moving the Blood into 
a Tempeſt, . occaſioned a mortal malignant Fea- 
ver in one of his chief Cuſtomers. And at this 
- preſent day nothing is more capable of: ferment- 
ing the Choler of a certain wealthy Merchant, 
than the name of an Apothecary, a praftical-one 
having by impetinent repetitions perſwaded

aſidethe confluence of all external circumſtances 
fortune had heaped upon him , could have no- 
thing more contributed to his entire felicity ina 
moſt beautiful Lady, and her amiable deports, 
than the additien of iſſue, of which- until then 
the ſpace of fix years had not given the leaſt ap- 
pearance.. Fatal likewiſe was themiſcarriage of 
aScrivener, who being diſcommoded by a very 
acute pain and inflammation in his Ear, applyed 
a repellent Medicine .of Rags. dipped in Ag:
